1 destroy  them  before  they  could  return  to  the 
their  defence  But  in  this  Iwas  disappointed — 
the  wind  which  had  been  in  our  favor,  began 
to  shift  about  the  time  we  passed  the  mouth 
of  Rock  River;  and  by  the  time  we  reached 
the  head  of  the  Island,  which  is  about  a mile 
and  a hall  long  it  blew  a perfect  hurricane 
quarterly  down  the  river  and  was  with  difficul- 
ty we  made  to  land  on  a small  island  contain- 
ing six  or  eight  acres  covered  with  willows, 
near  the  middle  of  the  river  and  about  sixty 
yards  from  the  upper  end  of  the  large  island. 
In  this  situation  1 determined  to  remain  dur- 
ing 'he  night  if  the  storm  contiuued — as  1 
knew  the  anchors  of  several  of  the  boats  in  that 
event  would  not  hold  them  and  there  was  a 

frtat  probability  of  their  being  drifted  on  sand 
ars,  of  which  the  river  is  full  at  this  place, 
which  would  have  exposed  the  men  very  much 
in  getting  tiiem  off  even  if  they  could  have 
prevented  their  tilling  with  water  It  wag  a- 
bout  4 o’clock  in  the  evening  when  we  were 
Compelled  to  land  and  large  parties  of  the  In- 
dians were  on  each  side  of  the  river  as  well  as 
cr*  sstng  in  d.iieient  directions  in  canoes  — 
But  not  a gun  was  fired  from  either  side.  The 
wind  continued  to  blow  the  whole  night  with 
violence  accompanied  with  some  rain  ; which 
induced  me  to  order  the  centinels  to  be 
brought  in  and  placed  in  the  bow  of  each  boat 
— about  daylight  captiin  Whiteside’s  boat  was 
fired  on  at  the  distance  of  about  fifteen  paces  ; 
and  a corporal  who  wis  on  the  outside  of  the 
b-  a'.  mortally  wounded — my  orders  were  if  a 
boat  was  tired  on  to  telurn  it;  but  not  a man 
to  leave  the  boat  witliout  positive  orders  from 
myself— so  soon  as  it  got  perfectly  light  as  the 
enemy  continued  about  the  boat  I determined 
to  dmm  them  from  the  island  let  their  num- 
bers be  what  they  might,  provided  we  were 
able  to  do  so.  I then  assigned  to  each  boat  a 
proper  guard,  formed  the  troops  for  action,  & 
pushed  through  the  w illows  to  the  opposite 
sho  e,  but  those  fellows  who  had  the  boldness 
to  fire  on  the  boats,  declared  themselves  so 
soon  as  the  troops  were  formed  by  wading  from 
I jhe  island  we  were  encamped  on  to  the  one 
just  below  us.  Captain  Whitesides  who  was 


artillery-,  and  to  fire  on  every  canoe  he  should 
discover  passing  from  one  shore  to  the  other, 
winch  should  come  within  reach  In  this  situa- 
tion  he  remained  about  one  hour,  and  no  Indi- 
ans making  their  appearance  he  determined  to 
drop  down  the  island  about  sixty  yards,  ard 
destroy  several  canoes  that  were'  laying  to 
shore.  This  he  effected,  and  just  on  setting 
his  men  on  board,  the  British  commenced  a 
hre  on  our  boats  with  a six.  a four,  and  two 
swivels  from  behind  a Nole,  that  completely , 
covered  them.  The  boats  were  enterely  expo- 
sed  to  the  artillery  which  was  distant  about 1 
050  paces  from  ns.  So  soon  as  the  first  gun 
bred,  I ordered  a six  pounder  to  be  brought 
out  and  placed;  but  on  recollecting  a moment 
1 found  the  boat  would  be  sunk  before  any  im- 
pression could  be  made  on  them  from  our  can- 
non as  they  were  completely  under  cover  and 
had  already  brought  their  guns  to  bear  on  our 
boats— for  the  round  shot  from  their  six  pass- 
ed  through  It.  Hempstead’s  boat  and  shatter- 
ed her  considerably.  I then  ordered  the  boats 
to  drop  down,  which  was  done  in  order  and  I 
conducted  with  the  greatest  coolness  by  every 
officer,  and  although  exposed  to  a constant 
hre  From  their  artillery  for  more  than  half  a 
mile  ; so  soon  as  the  British  commenced  firing 
from  their  artillery,  the  Indians  raised  the  veil 
and  commenced  firing  on  us  in  every  direction 
whether  they  were  able  to  do  us  any  damage  or  ' 
not,  from  each  side  of  the  river.  Capt.  Rector,  I 
who  was  lying  to  the  shore  of  the  island  was  ; 
attacked  the  instant  the  first  gun  was  fired  by 
a very  large  party,  and  in  a close  and  well  con- 
tested  contest  of  about  fifteen  minutes,  they 
drove  them,  after  giving  them  three  rounds  of 
grape  from  his  three  pounder.  Capt.  White- 
side,  who  was  nearest  to  Capt.  Rector  dropped 
down  and  anchored  nigh  him  and  gave  the  ene- 
my several  fires  from  his  swivel ; but  the  wind 
was  so  hard  down  stream  as  to  drift  his  an- 
chor—Captain  Rector  at  that  moment  got  his 
boat  oil  and  we  were  then  exposed  to  the  fire 
ot  the  Indians  for  two  miles,  which  we  return- 
ed with  interest  from  our  small  arms,  and 
small  pieces  ofarlillery  whenever  we  could  get 
them  to  bear.  I was  compelled  to  drop  down 
ab..ut  three  miles  before  a proper  place  pre- 
srnted  itself  for  landing,  as  but  few  of  the 
boa’s  had  anchors  sufficient  to  stop  them  in 
the  river ; here  I halted  for  the  purpose  of  hav- 
ing the  wounded  attend*-*!  and  6ome  of  the 
boats  repaired,  as  some  of  them  had  been  in 
jured  by  the  enemy’s  artillery.  They  follow- 
ed us  in  their  boats  until  we  halted  on  a 
small  prarie  and  prepared  for  action,  when 
they  returned  in  as  great  a hurry  as  they  fol- 
lowed us. 

I then  collected  the  officers  together  and , 
put  the  following  question  to  them  .-  Are  we  j 
able  with  314  effective  men, officers,  non-com-  j 
missioned  officers  and  privates,  to  fight  the  ' 
enemy  with  any  prospect  of  success  and  effect  j 
Which  is  to  destroy  their  villages  and  corn  !— 
They  were  of  opinion  the  enemy  was  at  least 
tli-ee  men  to  one,  and  that  it  was  not  practica- 
ble to  effect  either  object,  I then  determined 
to  drop  down  'he  river  to  the  Demuine  with- 
out delay,  as  some  of  the  ranging  officers  in-  j 
formed  tne  their  men  were  short  of  provisions,  I 
ami  execute  the  principal  object  of  the  expe- 1 
■ In ion  in  erecting  a fort  to  command  the  river.  , 
This  shall  be  effected  as  s,.on  as  practicable  1 
with  the  mean9  in  my  power,  and  should  the  1 
enemy  attempt  to  descend  the  river  in  force  ( 
before  the  fort  can  be  completed,  every  foot  of! 
the  way  front  the  fort  to  the  settlement  shall 
be  contested. 

In  the  affair  at  Rock  river,  I had  eleven  men 
badly  wounded,  three  mortally,  of  whom  one 
has  since  died 

I am  much  indebted  to  the  officers  for  their 
prompt  obedience  to  orders,  nor  do  I believe 
a braver  set  of  men  could  have  been  collected 
than  those  who  compose  this  detachment.  Hut 
sir,  I conceive  it  would  have  been  madness  in 
me  as  well  as  direct  violation  of  my  orders  to 
have  risked  the  detachment  without  a pros- 
pect of  success 

I believe  I should  have  been  fully  able  to 
have  accomplished  your  views,  if  the  enemy 
had  not  have  been  supplied  with  artillery,  and 
so  advantageously  posted  as  to  render  it  im- 
possible for  us  to  have  dislodged  him  without 
imminent  danger  of  the  loss  of  the  whole  de- 
tachment 

1 am  much  indebted  to  It.  Carr,  who  was  so 
good  as  to  perforin  the  duties  of  adjutant,  for 
his  activity  in  communicating  my  orders  to 
the  different  companies  and  boats  on  all  occa- 
sions, and  must  refer  you  to  him  for  any  furth- 
er information  you  may  wish  to  have  relative 
to  the  affair.

U.  S.  ship  Saratoga,  Plattsburg  Bay, 
September  13,  1814 

Sir — I have  the  honor  to  give  you  the 
particulars  of  the  action  which  took  place 
on  the  11th  inst.  on  this  Lake. 

For  several  days  the  enemy  were  on 
their  way  to  Plattsburg  by  land  and  wa- 
ter, and  it  being  well  understood  that  an 
attack  would  be  made  at  the  same  time 
by  their  land  and  naval  forces,  I deter- 
mined to  await  at  anchor  the  approach  of 
the  latter. 

At  8 A.  M.  the  look  out  boat  announ- 
ced the  approach  of  the  enemy.  At  9, 
he  anchored  in  a line  ahead,  at  about  300 
yards  distance  from  my  line;  his  ship 
opposed  to  the  Saratoga,  his  brig  to  the 
Eagle,  captain  Robert  Henley,  his  gallics, 
thirteen  in  number,  to  the  schooner, 
sloop,  and  a division  of  our  gallies ; one 
of  his  sloops  assisting  their  ship  and  brig, 
the  other  assisting  their  gallies.  Out- 
remaining  gallies  with  the  Saratoga  and 
Eagle. 

In  this  situation  the  whole  force  on 


both  sides  became  engaged,  the  Saratoga 
suffering  much  from  the  heavy  fire  of 
the  Confiance.  I could  perceive  at  the 
same  time,  however,  that  our  fire  was 
very  destructive  to  her.  The  Ticonde- 
roga,  Lt.  Com.  Cassin,  gallantly  sustain- 
ed her  full  share  of  the  action.  At  half 
past  10  o’clock  the  Eagle,  not  being  able 
to  bring  Iter  guns  to  bear,  cut  her  cable 
and  anchored  tn  a more  eligible  position, 
between  my  ship  and  the  Ticonderoga, 
where  she  very  much  annoyed  the  enemy, 
but  unfortunately  leaving  me  exposed  to 
a galling  fire  from  the  enemy's  britr 
Our  guns  on  the  starboard  side  being 
nearly  all  dismounted,  or  not  manageable, 
a stern  anchor  was  let  go,  the  bower  ca- 
ble cut,  and  the  ship  winded  with  a fresh 
broadside  on  the  enemy’s  ship,  whi-li 
soon  after  surrendered.  Our  broadside 
was  then  sprung  to  bear  on  the  brig.

I he  sloop  that  was  opposed  to  the 
h“d  struck  some  time  before  and 
dufted  down  the  lme  ; the  sloop  which 
was  with  their  gallics  having  struck  also. 
1 liree  of  their  gallies  are  said  to  be  sunk 
the  others  pulled  off.  Our  gallies  were 
about  obeying  with  alacrity  the  signal  to 
follow  them,  when  all  the  vessels  were 
reported  to  me  to  be  in  a sinking  state  ; 
it  then  became  necessary  to  annul  the 
signal  to  the  gallies,  and  order  their  men 
to  the  pumps. 

1 could  only  look  at  the  enemy’s  gallie* 
going  off  in  a shattered  condition,  for 
there  was  not  a mast  in  either  squadron 
that  could  stane  to  make  sail  or,  • the 
lower  rigging  being  nearly  all  shot  away, 
hung  down  as  though  it  had  been  just 
placed  over  the  mast  heads. 

The  Saratoga  had  fifty-five  round  shot 
in  her  hull ; the  Confiance  one  hundred 
and  five.  The  enemy's  shot  passed 
pnncipally  just  over  our  heads,  as  there 
were  not  20  whole  hammocks  in  the  net- 
tings at  the  close  of  the  action,  a hick 
lasted  without  intermission  two  hours 
and  twenty  minutes. 

The  absence  and  sickness  of  Lt  Ray- 
mond Perry,  left  me  without  the  strvices 
of  that  excellent  officer;  much  ought 
lairly  to  be  attributed  to  him  lor  his  great 
care  and  aitcntior,  in  disciplining  the 
ship  s crew,  as  her  first  lieutenant.  Hi» 
place  was  filled  by  a gallant  young  offi- 
cer, Lieut.  Peter  Gamble,  who,  I regret 
to  inform  you,  was  killed  early  in  the  ac- 
1,0,1  ■ Actmg  Lieut.  Vallctte  worked  the 
1st  and  2d  divisions  of  guns  wiih  able 
effect.  Sailing  master  Brum’3  attention 
to  the  springs,  and  in  the  execution  of 
the  order  to  wind  the  ship,  and  occasion- 
ally  at  the  guns,  meets  with  my  entire 
approbation,  also  Capt.  Youngs  com- 
manding the  acting  marines,  who  took 
his  men  to  the  guns — Mr.  Beale,  purser, 
was  of  great  service  at  the  guns,  and  in 
carrying  my  orders  throughout  the  ship, 
with  midshipman  Montgomery.  Mas- 
tei  s mate  Joshua  Justin,  had  command 
of  the  3d  division  ; his  conduct  during 
the  action  was  that  of  a brave  and  cor- 
rrct  officer.  Midshipmen  Monteath, 
Graham,  Williamson,  Platt,  Thwing  and 
acting  midshipman  Baldwin,  all  behaved 
well,  and  gave  evidence  of  their  making 
valuable  officers.  b 

The  Saratoga  was  twice  set  on  fire  by 
hot  shot  from  the  enemy’s  ship. 

I close,  sir,  this  communication  with 
feelings  of  gratitude  for  the  able  support 
I received  from  every  officer  and  man  at* 
tachcd  to  the  squadron  which  I have  the 
honor  to  command.

7th  Militant  District, 
GENERAL  ORDERS. 

Our  companions  in  arms  have  riumph- 
ed  over  the  enemy.  At  4 o'clock  P.  M. 
on  the  .5th  iiisi.  Fort  Bowyer,  was  at- 
tacked, by  a superior  British  naval  and 
land  force,  and  the  enemy  was  repulsed  at 
all  points. — The.  naval  force  consisted  of 
two  ships  from  24  to  28  guns,  mounting 
32  pound  caronades,  2 brigs,  from  16  to 
18  guns,  mounting  24  pound  carronades, 
xvt  hree  tenders,  all  under  the  com- 
mand of  Com.  Sir  W.  H.  Percy.  The 
laud  forces  of  the  enemy  consisted  of  one 
hundred  marines,  under  the  command  of 
capt.  Woodbine  of  the  British  army  and 
a atiery  of  a 12  pounder  and  a howitzer, 
under  the  direction  of  a British  cap’  of 
the  royal  artillery.  Our  effective  force 
opposed  to  the  enemy  was  about  120 
men,  of  whom  not  more  than  90  were  en- , 
gaged.

rcasonoble  time  therefor  ; shall,  on  conviction 
before  a justice  of  the  peace,  forfeit  and  pay 
the  sum  of  ten  dollars,  to  be  paid  into  the  trea- 
sury for  the  use  of  the  town 

Sec.  3.  Re  it  further  ordained,  That  when 
the  surplus  w ater  from  any  of  the  wells  or 
pumps,  which  empty  into  any  of  the  streets  or

Re  it  further  ordained,  that  any  per- 
son or  persons  violating  the  laws  aforesaid, 
shall  be  fined  on  conviction  before  a justice  of

It 
is  slated  that  those  who  are  accustomed  lo 
botli  this  and  the  common  fly  shuttle  loom,  can 
weave  more  than  double  the  quantity  on  litis  I 
in  the  same  time.
